Understanding the world through the Internet 
leaves cyberdissidents refusing to be silenced

AS MEMBER STATES MET AT THE UN 
building in Geneva on February 17, 
2005 to prepare for the next World 
Sumit on the Information Socety, a 
small delegation of cyber-dissidents 
held a press conference ina coffee shop 
downtown. Their purpose: to highlight 
the repression of Internet users in some 
of the countries playing a central role in 
the upcoming UN Summit. 

Zouhair Yahyaoui from Tunisia— 
the country where the World Summit 
will be held—told more than 40 for- 
eign journalists in the café how he had 
been jailed for 18 months for poking 
fun on his website at Tunisia’s Presi- 
dent Zine El Abidine Ben Ali. Jay 
Bakht, representing the Association of 
iranian Blogwriters (Penlog), described 
how 10,000 Iranian websites—indud- 
ing websites containing online person- 





al observations and journals known as 
blogs—were being blocked. 

“T’sa lie! They are pom sites,” said 
Iranian delegate, Javad Safsei. 

“Then why do you put Iranian blog- 
gers in prison?” asked Jay. 

“Oh, we don’t,” said the delegate. 
Jay then showed him a paper detailing 
the arrest of two bloggers, Arash 
Sigarchi and Mojtaba Saminejad. 

“Could you turn off the cameras, 
please?” called out the delegate before 
assuring Jay: “When I go back I'll do 
something about it”

[sentenced to] 14 years,” says Jay

Reluctant author “double hooked” into cataloguing 
the life of CanLit queen Sheila Watson

THOUGH LOGIC DICTATES THAT IT’S 
easier to write about someone you 
know, such wasn't the case for Fred 
Flahiff, long-time confidant of 
Canadian literary idol Sheila Wat- 
son. When she said to him in her 
eighties, “I want my story told,” his 
knee-jerk response was, “Then tell 
it yourself.” After all, who better 
qualified than the author of The 
Double Hook, a novel that is part of 
the CanLit canon and familiar at 
the very least to every English pro- 
fessor and English literature stu- 
dent across the county, to explain 
her artistic and literary processes? 


BOXED IN

really expected to do,” says Flahiff.

Yet he accepted “about 25 boxes 
of books and 70 or 80 boxes of 
papers” from her over the next few 
years, the last shipment arriving 
after her death on February 1, 1998. 
Eventually he would see them safe- 
ly deposited in the library of St. 
Michael's College, University of 
Toronto, but first he had to cata- 
logue them. It was a daunting task. 
Throughout his friendship with 
Watson, which began 40 years ear- 
lier when they were both students 
of Marshall McLuhan, he was 
aware she kept journals. Still, he 
was surprised by the quantity of 
material. Furthermore, many jour- 
nals doubled as notebooks where 
she jotted down ideas related to her 
reading and writing, which made 
for difficulty sorting. 

His first instinct, he says, was to 
see the journals published. Accord- 
ingly, he transcribed them (650 
pages, single-spaced) and queried a 
few publishers. When he realized 
they required a context and various 
mutual friends encouraged him to 
tackle the challenge, he began work 
on “a life of Sheila Watson,” which 
he still thinks of as “a provisional 
thing... a kind of prologue to the 
journals.” Because he wanted read- 
ers to have “an immediate experi- 
ence of Sheila without [his] interfer- 
ing as intermediary” he managed 
to incorporate 70 journal pages 
written while his subject and her 

husband, the writer Wilfred Wat- 
son, spent a year in Paris. This sec- 
tion of Flahiff’s book is particularly 
moving. 

Wilfred presents a problem for 
any biographer of Sheila Watson. 
Those who have studied The Double 
Hook will recall, even if they never 
understood (or even finished) the 
novel—but which of us, after all, 
can resist the juicy bits!—stories of 
Wilfred’s peccadilloes and specula-

tions that Sheila's energetic lobby- 
ing for her husband’s work was 
perhaps at the expense of her own. 
Even Flahiff, who was “also fond of 
Wilfred” and tries not to take sides, 
says, “She was very concerned to 
advance the cause of Wilfred... less 
concerned with her own achieve- 
ment.” 

Because the Watsons both taught 
at the University of Alberta, Sheila 
from 1961 to 1975 and Wilfred for 
somewhat longer, both still have 
friends and supporters here in 
Edmonton, Flahiff is careful not to 
speculate beyond what is in the 
journals. The one thing that pre- 
served the biographer, he says, is 
that he “didn’t speculate, wasn’t 
interested in filling in the gaps... 
tracking it down. 

“I went where the material took 
me,” he adds. He does, however, 
mention “a curious bond between 
Sheila and [a] young woman.” 
(Wilfred’s love interest before and 
during the couple's time in Paris.) 
He also comments on Sheila’s 
“extraordinary sense of fidelity” 
and writes in his preface, “What 
follows is as much the story of a 
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marriage as it is the story of an 
artist.” 


ACADEMIA FOR ALL 

The publication of the book:by 
NeWest is a bit surprising, since the 
text is scholarly in its presentation 
and bound to appeal first to the 
academic and student community. 
In answer to this puzzle, Flahiff 
says, “I didn’t want it to be a nar- 
rowly academic book—I wanted 
something that was immediately 
accessible.” He first had “a small 
audience of people in mind— 
friends and former students.” The 
response, he says, “has been rather 
larger than expected.”

ALONG WITH ITS POINTED AND OFTEN 
bizarre humour, the music of Frank 
Zappa is known for its astonishing 
musical complexity—the legend of 
the Black Page, a sight-reading test 
Zappa notoriously imposed on his 
players that was so crowded with 
notes the sheet music was practically 
all ink, is still spoken of in hushed 
tones of awe 10 years after FZ’s 
death. 

It would border on sadistic, then, 
to expect a child of 12 or 13 to per- 
form the music of Frank Zappa 
before an audience of the late musi- 
Gan’s most ardent fans. Enter Paul 
Green, founder, and shrieking, chair- 
throwing headmaster of the Paul 
Green School of Rock, an after- 
school music program for kids aged 
nine to 17 in Philadelphia. 

Green is the pulsar of obnoxious 
energy that glows at the centre of 
Don Argott’s very entertaining Rock 
School, a chronicle of a semester at 
Green's conservatory that culmi- 
nates with his advanced class’s per- 
formance at a festival of Zappa's 
music in Germany. And while it’s a 
great story, if Green weren’t such a 
dick, it might not be as much of a 
hoot to watch. 

Like many dicks, Green is a 
relentless talker, the kind of guy 
who gives you his opinion like he's 
saving you the trouble of having to 
figure it out yourself, and it’s the 
fact that it’s the truth, not his com- 
plete lack of tact, that hurts. When 
he unleashes his tough love ona 
roomful of kids, it’s like a Will Fer- 
rell character come to life—a tragic 
but hilarious man-child venting the 
frustrations of his life that he'll bare- 
ly acknowledge and who has no 
problem taking 10-year-olds by the 
scruff of the neck and reducing 
teenage girls to tears. (A typical 
exchange before a group of stu- 
dents; Green: “How are your songs 
coming?”; Student: “Good.”; Green: 
“No they’ re not.”) 

And that, my friends, is entertain- 
ment. Like Tribute, the brilliant doc- 
umentary about tribute bands that 
passed through the Edmonton Film 
Festival on the way to oblivion a 
few years ago, Rock School turns a 


lens on the intersection of rock star 
dreams and cold, hard reality. While 
rock offers a chosen few access to 
the very gates of paradise, a million 
more pretenders to stardom in 
every generation have tosuck it up 
and get on with their unextraordi- 
nary, unprivileged lives. Hence, 
Paul Green. 

Director Argott does a good job of 
giving a round appraisal of Green’s 
teaching methods, canvassing stu- 
dents, parents and co-workers to 
balance Green’s generally glowing 
assessment of his pedagogical abili- 
ties. On the one hand, Green gets

STICK ’EM UP 

Given short shrift by Hollywood over 
these last few years (worthy contributions 
by Guy Ritchie and Tarantino notwithstand- 
ing), there was once a time, most notably 
during those heady expressionist days of film 
noir, when the heist film appealed to cine- 
ma's most innovative minds and literary 
elites. Here are but three classics worthy of 
the Cinerama seal of approval: 

The Killers (1946): Robert Siodmak adapt- 
ed Ernest Hemingway's short story about a 
man who awaits his own murder after a 
botched robbery for the screen, not only 
pushing the boundaries of narrative struc- 
ture by playing out the action in non-linear 
fashion, but also broadening the genre's 
scope in probing human pathos and regret 

The Killing (1956); Stanley Kubrick found 
inspiration for his third feature film in a taut 
pulp novel by Lionel White. Steeped in well- 
timed suspense and with a stand out perfor- 
mance by Sterling Hayden, The Killing also 
features one of the best twist endings this 
side of The Italian Job. 

Grand Slam (1967): If the swinging ‘60s are 
your bag, then this fast-paced Italian/British 
production will score high points for its 
international cast (Janet Leigh, Klaus Kinski) 
and killer soundtrack by Ennio Morricone. 
Basically a reworking of Rifif, Grand Slam also 
shares much with the American new wave’s 
love affair with anti-heroes coming to brutal 
ends. 


THE HORIZON NARROWS 

Since all of the above films are only avail- 
able through “boutique” labels, such as Blue 
Underground and Criterion, it seems only 
right to mourn the demise of Home Vision 
Entertainment, one the finest producers and 
distributors of foreign films on DVD. 
Acquired by Image Entertainment a few 
months back, the future of the company was 
unknown until last week, when Image 
declared they would be laying off forty of 
HVE'’s 45 employees. Thankfully, Image has 
avoided an angry mob of frothing cineastes 
by renewing their contract to distribute Cri- 
terion merch until 2010.

Sing’s interests and travels have 
seen her working in a variety of artis- 
tic fields: dance, modeling, set design, 
sculpture, and eventually, furniture 
design in New York, where she 
became the owner of a successful 
design company—Studio Ze.

AFTER WATCHING RYAN ADAMS SINK 
into incoherence at the Edmonton 
Folk Fest, or millionaire rock stars 
eagerly snatching even more money 
by pumping out regurgitated dreck, 
you might be forgiven for wanting 
to have nothing more to do with it. 
The cynicism of the corporate music 
world is a given, but that doesn’t 
mean that you can’t fight it, and 
even look around for small pockets 
of resistance to it. Take, for example, 
the upcoming fourth year of Wayne- 
fest, the oddball folk festival held in 
the tiny town of Wayne, which lies 
just 10 minutes east of Drumheller. 
Initially thrown together as a mutual 
challenge between four friends, the 
three-day event has hung together 
through stubbornness on the parts of 
participants, organizers, and audi- 
ences interested in rubbing away the 
boundaries between performer and 


audience, all in the name of a good 
time. “Everybody who plays lines 
up for breakfast with everyone who 
comes to see the show,” says festival 
organizer and local musician Brock 
Skywalker. “1 think that’s something 
that people have always liked about 
Waynefest, and something that 
we've always liked about it as orga- 
nizers.” 

Predicated more on the organizers 
desire to continue rather then for 
economic reasons (“We've never 
made money on the festival. I don’t 
think that people realize this.”), 
Waynefest has gathered up a loyal 
audience devoted to the festival's 
quirks and smart programming, 
which is usually heavy on provin- 
cial talent. It’s an intimate event, 
deliberately kept to 500 tickets, but 
that’s an integral part of the charm, 
along with the spooky Badlands 
landscape. Considering the amount 
of work put into it, with no finan- 
cial remuneration, it’s amazing that 
the organizers keep at it, but every 
year they go ahead with the plan- 
ning. “We had our first board

SEARCH AND DETROIT 

To ask Mick Collins about Detroit 
or garage rock is the equivalent of 
attempting journalistic suicide. I 
decided to go for the jugular, no 
matter that their FAQ sheet 
instructs: “Don’t ask’”—the gentle 
equivalent of “Trespassers Will Be 
Shot.” 

“1 don’t have any answers for 
that, it’s just the way it is!” he 
exclaims, half-conceding defeat as 
he realises he isn’t going to get 
away without broaching the sub- 
ject. “It’s not that I’ve denied the 
existence of a scene, I just never 
noticed it because I live here. I don’t 
think of it as being a scene. It’s not 
like somebody manufactured a type 
of music and a type of dress. This is 
just how we do things in Detroit. As 
far as I know, it’s how it’s always 
been. I never thought of it being 
anything out of the o: 

While The Dirtbombs’ influences 
encompass pretty much everything 
that’s ever come out of the Motor 
City, Collins still feels they get con- 
stantly mislabeled. Granted, label- 
ing The Dirtbombs is a futile effort, 
a fact made more a t after the 
release of Ultraglide In Black, 2001's 
crunchy collection of soul and R&B 


covers.

THE SINGLE LIFE 

When the Dirtbombs were practi- 
cally begged to put together their 
first LP, Horndog Fest, in 1998, the 
band was a concert attraction gath- 
ering fans at lightning-quick speed 
and singles were their medium of 
choice. They still are. Over twenty 
7’s (and three other LPs) later, this 
year’s 52 song compilation, If You 
Don't Already Have A Look—which 
gathers over 10 years worth of unre- 
leased and limited-edition material— 
is the singles collection Dirtbombs’ 
fans had been waiting for. 

“What happened was that [pro- 
ducer and former member Jim] Dia- 
mond sent everything off to [the 
label] In The Red,” explains a 
bemused Mick Collins. “There's 
like eight new songs on there, 
which were supposed to go to sin- 
gles that people pay for—exclusive 
singles—that are now not exclusive 
because, of course, they’re on the 
compilation. Now I owe four dif- 
ferent labels new singles!” 

When I jokingly point out they 
probably could've released at least 
three albums instead, Collins’ reply 
comes quickly. 

“Albums are boring!” he blurts 
out. “Quite frankly, I have a short 
attention span, okay? After 20 min- 
utes, everything is to me— 
especially a record! I have some- 

like 7000 LPs in my basement 
right now. But if making a full- 
record means I have to write 
75 minutes worth of music, then to 
hell with it! I’d rather just make 45s.

“GO BACK TO THE ‘90S. THERE'S 
no place for you here in the future!” 

The above excerpt, from an email by 
local musician/anti-capitalist agitator Roy 
Sasano, is right on the mark. Monday 
night at the Oiler toilet puck didn’t make 
anyone think, “In what a scintillating direc- 
tion this sound is leading us!” 

The Edmonton Pearl Jam show, with 
its 16,800 fans, twisted the atmosphere 
unnaturally backward and inward, almost 
like a bloated Civil War re-enactment by 
those who never fired a bayonet, never 
mind killed a cousin. It was a fun enough 
live show, though seriously oppressive 
during the psychedelic-funk double- 
encore wanks. I felt slightly embarrassed 
grinning along with “Jeremy,” realizing, 
of course, that my reaction was that of an 
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expressive underachiever in this crowd 
(though not actually by that much). Peo- 
ple were digging it, sure, but it was disap- 
pointing to see by who and how—mostly 
freshman-age kids raised on unimagina- 
tive radio for the last decade, raising their 
arms in the air as Eddie Vedder writhed 
around in his intentionally shitty clothes, 
having generally aged into a Robert 
Palmer handsomeness. 

Mulling over who came for Pearl Jam 
and what they got are both indefinable in 
a way, like a three-star Iranian movie; 
somehow transparent, but not in the 
clichéd sense of the word: Neither is this 
intended as an insult to the band’s eternal 
seriousness, Which continues despite Von 
Vedder's floppy, backyard charm.

“Jam” back in the day. They cared about 
shit when it was uncool to care about any- 
thing.

Vail crackles with mental energy. He cheer- 
fully reminds himself to steer conversation 
towards his band’s recently released full- 
length, Pop Violence. Vail confesses his natural 
tendency is to plunge forward, his mental 
chronometer perpetually running a little fast. 

“| keep jumping ahead and talking about 
the next album,” he laughs. “I'm always 
behind. It’s good to me to have the future 
set up. | like to plan ahead. | panic if | don’t 
have things set up.” 

Vail may want to leave a little room for 
spontaneity in his life. Judging from the 
early, mostly rhapsodic, reviews of the 
aptly-named record, there could be more 
demands on his time than he anticipates. 

Pop Violence is a decadent orgy of sound, 
a white-knuckled audio joyride through a 
blender. of musical touchstones. It's a Chi- 
nese fingertrap of an album—the more you 
struggle to pull it apart, the tighter it grips 
you. Vail’s songs have a whiff of deviance 
about them, nothing you can put your fin- 
ger on, but rather just this sensation of 
being a little off-kilter. In the capable hands 
of his bandmates, largely comprised of 
Cowtown's art rock luminaries, they swell 
to epic freakout proportions. Strident glam 
rock beats careen through Gary Numan- 
venerating synths. Noodley "70s guitars rub 
up against Studio 54 bass lines. There are 
so many influences at play that the songs 
transcend homage and take on a weird 
solipsistic logic of their own. 

“The interesting part is that we did it in 
a high school band room,” offers Vail. “The 
concept of the recording was that | was 
sick of slick recordings, | started thinking of 
the albums that were important to me, 
albums that are magical in my ears: the first 
Shins album, old Bowie, Motown.

Instead, the Calgary collec- 
tive of wickedly-talented musicians who 
loosely orbit band architect Chris Vail lather 
up razor-sharp melodies and relentlessly 
punishing rhythms with aggression, fierce 
knowingness, and a tense sonic claustropho- 
bia. Take that, pop. Suffer like the bitch you 
are. Yeah, you love it. 

There's so much informing the sound on 
this record it’s c'iallenging to find a peg to 
hang descriptors on. There's certainly some 
new wave chilliness warmed with the breath 
of Detroit soul, mixed with a bit of prog 
worship and '70s glam. The aural heft is 
somewhat attributable to the density of the 
instruments; layers upon layers of orchestra- 
tion. Recorded in a high school band room, 
Vailhalen and guests (including Agnostic 
Mountain Gospel Choir’s Bob Keelaghan and 
The Dudes’ Dan Vacon) employed every- 
thing within reach that emitted sound, from 
the timpani to the girls’ rugby team. Above 
the mayhem, Vail’s near-falsetto wail smokes 
his oddball lyrics directly into your cerebral 
‘cortex. 

“The General” and “Girls Fight!” are the 
feel-good standout tracks, savagely catchy 
incendiary bombs that command attention 
like a dominatrix at an afternoon tea party.

A People magazine poll (from a while back) 
claims that of the 47,000 women it inter- 
viewed, 42 per cent said that a sense of 
humour was the number one thing they look 
for in a man. Sensitivity ranked second, fol- 
lowed by intelligence, good looks, and 
money. 

Okay, true, it's hard to spot a sense of 
humour across the room—"Wow, look at 
him, doesn’t he look funny?”—but there’s 
gotta be some reason Woody Allen manages 
to get laid. Laughter is not only the best 
medicine, but it makes a fine aphrodisiac as 
well. 

As Karen puts it, “If he tickles my funny 
bone, chances are !'ll let him tickle the rest of 
me, too.” A male friend of mine clued into 
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this when he saw the film Who Framed Roger 
Rabba? 

“Everyone wondered why this babe 
Jessica Rabbit would go for a guy like Roger 
Rabbit,” Rick tells me. “Her answer: ‘He 
makes me laugh.’ At that moment | thought 
to myself, hell, if | can bag a Jessica Rabbit 
with my sense of humour, then all the suffer- 
ing | went through in high school is worth it” 

Sure enough, this guy is now in a happy 
relationship with a woman who absolutely 
loves his sense of humour, and admits it’s 
one of the things that drew her to him. 


A CASE OF 
THE GIGGLES 

Oddly, a sense of humour ranks further 
down on a man’s list of what he’s looking for 
in a lady—usually somewhere after her looks 
and “gives good head”... or something like 
that. In my experience, men are often 
uncomfortable with women who are funnier 
than they are. Maybe guys are simply more 
honest about what they want But the lab 
coats think maybe, just maybe, evolution has 
something to do with why women go for 
guys who elicit a giggle. 


A group of researchers at Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville, Tennessee gathered 
men and women to sit around and watch 
funny movies together, then studied their 
reactions. 

They found that people use laughter to 
influence how others feel about them. “Much 
like eye contact or moving closer to some- 
cone,” says Jo-Anne Bachorowski, an assistant 
professor of psychology who helped conduct 
the study, “we unconsciously use laughter to 
shape the emotional and behavioural 
responses of others.” 

In fact, people laugh differently depending 
on who they're with. The study found that 
women in particular laughed more frequently 
and with a higher pitch when they were in 
the company of a male stranger. According 
to the researchers, high-pitched sounds like 
extreme laughter cause arousal in another 
person. So if a guy can get a gal laughing, it’s a 
good sign that he also makes her feel relaxed 
enough to let her guard down and show him 
that she’s into to him. 

“Laughing can act as a subtle permission 
to pursue the female,” says Bachorowski. 
When a woman isn’t into a guy, or sees him 
as threatening, she'll hold back her girlish gig- 
gle, the researchers add. 

It works the opposite way with men. 
Note to guys: Giggling like a maniac in front 
of us might indeed cause arousal... and freak 
Us Out. 


RIOTOUS RITUAL 

“If a male wants to impress a female, he 
shouldn't make sounds that would increase 
her level of arousal or activation,” says 
Bachorowski. “In the presence of a male 
stranger, the female may interpret her 
arousal as being negative, potentially making 
her feel wary and uncomfortable around this 
man.” 


According to the study, it’s better for a 
guy to keep his belly laughs at a minimum 
early on in the game, and only expand his 
laugh repertoire as the relationship develops. 
Bachorowski and her colleagues found that 
men produced very few laughs while with 
women they didn't know. And none of these 
laughs were of the arousal-inducing, high-
